Although the 
directors had provided three large 
stock barns, the superintendents of 
departments were crowded for room, 
so eager were exhibitors to secure 
space. All available room in the stock 
pens had been taken at noon today, 
and the excellent 
display 
was the 
pride of every director and official con- 
nected with the fair. 


The fears of the directors expressed 
earlier In the season that the stock 
exhibits would 
suffer 
owing to the 
early date at which it was found neces- 
sary to schedule, the Janesville fair, 
were set at rest for once and all when 
they began listing the entries, and it 
looks now as if additional stock barns 
would be the most important addition 
to equipment which will be needed for 
the 1915 exhibition. 


One fact which is the cause for ex- 
treme gratification is the large 'num- 
ber of Hock county breeders who have 
entered the cream of their flocks and 
herds. 
In the hog and cattle depart- 
ments it is probable that more than 
one half of the exhibits 
belong: to 
farmers of this county, which indicates 
that the local fair 'will receive and is 
receiving the active and hearty sup- 
port. of the stock raisers in the south- 
ern part of the state. 
The exhibitors themselves are well 
pleased with the showing. "It's a sur- 
prise to me that there should be such 
an exceptional showing of stock here 
when you consider that this is the first 
year," said one breeder today. "It's 
all high class stuff, too, and the judges 
will have their hands full placing the 
ribbons." 
The stock judging will begin at ten 
o'clock tomorrow morning, and will be 
completed some time Thursday. The 
work will be in charge of a corps oE 
experts, and their work will be most 
inter~estL?g to all farmers and breed- 
ers. -ftho will make it a point to be 
on hand. 


Superintendent Ed Parker, in charge 
oi the hog exhibits, was most enthus- 
iastic over the showing made in his 
department. He pointed with pride to 
the unusually fine display of DM Hoc 
liogs, which occupied twenty-five pens 
on the one side o£ the enclosure. John 
1. Fisher has an exceptional showing 
at hogs o£ this breed, including a 840 
pound hoar, the largest hog at the fair. 
Walker Little of the town of Janesville 
also has some fine reds, as has Mr. 
Parker himself. Berkshires and Ches- 
ter Whites are the next in point of 
numbers, while

REGARDING RETURN 


Instruction Given ' by »taU Depart. 


ment at Washington to Cliinrn 


Who May Fight. 


Hundreds of citizens of European 
birth who contemplate going back, to 
fight in the present war, are interest- 
ed in regulations governing their -e- 
turn to European countries issued by 
the state department at Washington. 
A German who emigrates . to this 
country before he Is seventeen years 
old or before he is called upon for 
military service may, after five years 
residence and naturalization 
in the 
United States return to Germany for 
a visit. The right to remain' In his 
former country is denied by Germany, 
and he may be expelled after a brief 
sojourn on the ground that he left 
Germany merely 
to evade -Military 
service. 
Not Safe to Return. 
It is not sate for a person who has 
once been expelled to return to Ger- 
many without having obtained per- 
mission in advance to do so. A person 
who has completed his military serv- 
ice, reached his 'thirty-first year and 
become an American citlwn ' may 
safely return to Germany. 
Treaties between the United States 
and Germany states provide that 
naturalized 
German-American 
citi- 
zens after a residence of five'yean in 
this country shall be recognized as 
United Stages citizens on their return 
to Germany. But a naturalized Ameri- 
can of German birth Is liable to trial 
and punishment upon return to Ger- 
many for an offense against German 
law committed before emigration. 
May Have Passports. 
Information Issued by the Imperial 
Russian consulate at Chicago says: 
If a Russian subject holds a foreign 
passport issued 
to the 
governor of 
the province from which be came, he 
needs no further document to be ad- 
mitted to Russia. Russians not hold- 
ing such passports must present what- 
ever documents they have 'to be certi- 
fied by the Russian consulate before 
they sail. 
If the applicant for a passport has 
no document of any sort to present to 
the Russian consulate in this country 
he may obtain the necessary certifi- 
cate for presentation from a clergy- 
man of bis own denomination.

ON CENTER AVENUE 


Team Daihed Down Center Avenue 


Hill, Throwing Ryan Under 


Wheels, Which Crushsed 


HI* Life Out.. 


Daniel John Ryan, age 52 years, met 
.death a few moments 
after 
seven 
o"clock last evening in a runaway ac- 
cident on Center avenue, the wheels 
of a heavy farm wagon loaded with 
threshing coal passed over his body, 
crushing his life out. The fore wheels 
of the wagon passed over Ryan's legs 
and the rear wheel over the trunk of 
his body, across his chest, inflicting 
Internal injuries that were fatal about 
three quarters of an hour after the 
accident, .while he waa being rushed 
to the hospital. 


Ryan, In company with 
his 
two 
brothers-in-law, Andrew and James 
Connell, were returning to James Cou- 
ncil's farm, at which place Ryan was 
working. 
The three men started to 
take the Hanover road to the farm, 
which is situated about four and a 
half miles west of the city. The party 
had been at the Five Points, intending 
to take the Footville road home, as the 
Hanover highway was being repaired. 
Their route was blocked by a freight 
train and it was decided to take the 
lower road out Western avenue. 
Near the top of the Center avenue 
hill the "pullback" of the 
harness 
broke and the horses, both spirited 
animals, bolted down the steep incline. 
James Connell was driving the team, 
with his brother Andrew and 
Ryan 
sitting on the seat beside him. At 
the first jump of the horses Ryan was 
thrown from hia seat, but managed to 
grasp Andrew Connell around the 
neck, his body being partially out of 
the wagon. The horses were uncon- 
trollable down the hill and the wagon 
swerved from side to side of the street, 
threatening to tip over and endanger 
all three of the men. 
At the intersection of Western and 
Center avenues the wagon skidded 
over the crosswalk, striking the curb- 
ing. The jolt forced Ryan to release 
his grasp on Connell, and he fell be- 
neath the front wheel* of the heavily 
loaded wagon. The fore wheel broke 
one of Ryan's legs and in some way 
whirled his body around 
under the 
rear wheel, which struck the man on 
the hip and crushed over his body, 
nearly striking his face and neck. 
Ryan was unconscious when specta- 
tors rushed to his aid, and never re- 
gained his senses, although Dr. J. F. 
Pember was summoned and arrived 
shortly before life 
expired. 
Father 
William Mahoney of St. Patrick's 
church was summoned and administer- 
ed the last rites of the Catholic church 
to the dying man. 
The horses were stopped a short dis- 
tance from the Roesllng corner, and 
Andrew and James Connell at once 
hastened to the aid of the prostrate 
man. The ambulance was called and 
while on the trip to the hospital Ryan 
died. 
Daniel Ryan leaves three daughters, 
Florence, age 18; Bernice, 16 and Mary 
age 12 years, and three sisters, Mrs.

Now that the pastures are getting 
orown as a result of the dry -weather 
the dairy farmer who has a good sup- 
ply of silage is the one who will reap 
the profits of foresight and good man- 
agement, Hot only during these pres- 
ent summer months, but during the 
fall months hs well, for cows that, 
shrink in thoir milk now do not as a, 
rule cdtoe back to their normal flow 
during this lactation period.

Homes of Poor in Scotland 
.. 
London, August 11.—That Scotland 
cares more for its deer and grouse 
than it does for its men and women 
and children has long been a matter 
of general knowledge- But the British 
public was totally unprepared for the 
startling revelations^ of the evils of 
the land system in that part of the 
Empire, which have Just been made 
by the Scottish, land inquiry commit- 
tees. 
It was known that va«t tracts of 
land that might be devoted to agricul- 
ture were used solely as game pre- 
serves for the occasional recreation 
of the landed aristocracy and their 
friends. But it was not known that as 
a result nearly 'half the urban popu- 
lation of Scotland live more than two1 
in a room, and under conditions of 
insanitation and 
immorality 
that 
rival those prevailing in the worst 
slums of the metropols. The effect 
of the report, which was prepared by 
the Gifford Pinchot of England, Ian 
MacPherson, M. P., and a corps of ex- 
perts 
privately appointed by IJoyd 
George to make an exhaustive invest- 
igation into the social and economic 
conditions in the rural parts of Great 
Britain, has been to give a tremen- 
dous boost to the land reform «am- 
paigB of the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer.

tiguous to good farming country, 
could be utilized for grazing. • There 
are some 200 of these deer forests, 
ranging in'extent from 100 to 110,000 
acres, nine of them over 40,000 acres 
in extent, the chief owners being the 
Duke ot Richmond and Gordon, the 
Marquis of Zetland, and the trustees 
of the Duke of Fife. 
The general rapacity of Scottish 
landlords and their utter indifference 
to the agricultural development of the 
country have,, resulted in steady de- 
population of the rural districts and 
the consequent crowding of the cities 
and towns, not to mention the grow- 
ing emigration 
to the colonies. A 
striking commentary on the attitude 
of the landlords -is the fact that in 
the past 30 years the number o£ farm 
laborers in Scotland 
has decreased 
from 136,000 to 87,000, while in the 
same period the number of game- 
keepers has increased from 42,000 to 
59,000. Ian Macpherson believes that 
unless the government 
itself takea 
steps to check this progress process, 
the end can only be the destruction of 
all that won for Scotland the enviable 
place she holds in history, and that 
the breeding grounds of the hardiest 
and thriftiest branch of the British 
race will inenvitably become .the home 
of the ill-housed, under-fed, ambition- 
less, miserable city slum dwellers. 


Already the percentage of persons 
living in one-room huts in Scottish 
towns of more than 2,000 nhabitants 
is 9.7, while thousands of capable 
and experienced men, eager to till the 
soil, despite the present disabilities 
of the tenant fanner in regard to con- 
fiscation of his improvements, arbit- 
rary increase of his rent, and arbitrary 
eviction, are unable to find locations 
for their activities. 


"We do not criticise the indulgence 
of any reasonable form of sport,".says 
the committee, "except where that 
indulgence is carried to a point which 
IB seriously and undeniably detriment- 
al to the preservation of rural popula- 
tion. We consider that the land of a 
country should be turned to full ac- 
count and that a reasonable maximum 
product of what it can produce should 
be taken from It.
